ACC  ORDING  TO  Dean  Wes- 
ley P.  Lloyd,  dean  of  students, 
the  administration  wanted  the 
court  to  have  power  to  modify 
its  own  rulings.  The  amend- 
ments concern  conflicts  and 
omissions  in  the  court  system, 
and  changes  in  procedure. 

Authority  is  given  by  the 
amendments  to  the  Board  of 
Inquiry  and  the  Judicial  Court 
to  establish  and  change  the  pro- 
cedures pertaining  to  their  func- 
tions. These  court-made  changes 
and  new  procedures  would  effect 
only  future  cases  for  which  no 
complaint  had  been  filed  at  the 
time  of  the  change. 

IN  THE  EVENT  of  a conflict 
over  laws  governing  the  court, 
or  in  case  of  a situation  In 
which  there  is  no  adequate  rul- 
ing determining  procedures  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  court  will 
have  %he  power  to  decide  what 
action  to  follow. 

The  decision  of  the  Chief 
Justice  shall  be  final  unless 
tlitre  is  an  objection  by  one  or 
more  of  the  justices.  In  that 
case  the  Chief  Justice  will  con- 
fer with  the  justices  present  and 
a decision  will.be  reached  on  the 
basis  of  a majority  vote.  The 
Chief  Justice's  opinion  will  car- 
ry weight  of  two  votes,  in  order 
to  break  a deadlock. 

PENALTIES  WERE  clarified, 
and  are  essentially  the  same  as 
those  employed  by  the  old  penal 
court  system.  Penalties  the  court 
can  impose  on  campus  organiza- 
tions include  fines,  limiting  the 
use  of  campus  facilities,  limiting 
use  of  school  publications,  pro- 
hibiting participation  in  school- 
sponsored  events,  disbanding  un- 
its for  specified  lengths  of  time 
or  permanently,  and  prohibiting 
rushing,  in  case  of  social  units. 

President  Resigns

A motion  is  on  the 
floor  now  to  elect  a new  IOC 
president  the  first  week  of 
spring  quarter  to  hold  office  the 
rest  of  this  year  and  all  next 
year.  A vote  will  be  taken  on 
the  motion  at  the  next  meeting.

A nationwide  movement  by  college  veter- 
ans is  underway  to  raise  their  allowances  un- 
der the  G.I.  Bill  by  14  per  cent. 

On  the  Brigham  Young  University  campus 
the  movement  is  organized  and  petitions  have 
been  drawn  up  for  the  hopeful  vets  to  sign. 

These  petitions  will  be  sent  to  Utah,  Idaho, 
and  California  congressmen,  putting  he  pres- 
sure on  them  for  passage  of  a bill  which 
would  put  a few  more -dollars  in  the  pockets  of 
the  700,000  vets  now  taking  advantage  of  the 
Korean  G.I.  Bill. 

That’s  quite  a pressure  group  for  you  to  be 
affiliated  with,  vet. 

Before  you  sign  the  petition  we  hope  you 
think  it  over  very,  very  carefully. 

Did  those  two  or  four  years  you  put  in  for 
Uncle  Sam  earn  you  the  right  to  ask  him  for 
more  money  after  you  severed  all  but  that 
little  dollar-and-cents  education  pipeline. 

Is  it  being  too  idealistic  to  think  that  the 
young  men  of  the  United  States  should  view 
service  in  the  armed  forces  as  an  honor,  and 
a duty? 

Granted,  there  seems  to  be  an  “I’ll  get 
mine”  attitude  prevalent  in  the  country  these 
days,  but  it  seems  to  us  that  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
who  are  not  used  to  taking  handouts  from  any- 
one, would  think  twice  before  standing  in  line 
to  ask  the  government  for  more. 

Take  a look  at  yourself,  vet.  Chances  are 
you’ve  got  a car  that  is  only  a year  or  so  old. 
Possibly  you  need  the  extra  allowance  to  make 
payments  on  it?

ances  would  help  supplement? 

How  many  years  did  you  serve?  Two?  If 
you  did,  you  will  probably  average  at  least 
$250  per. month  plus  room  and  board  for  that 
two  years  after  the  government  has  completed 
the  $110-monthly-for-36-months  payments  to 
put  you  through  school. 

That  is  a good  deal  in  anybody’s  book  when 
you  include  the  travel  and  sightseeing  you  got 
to  do. 

Of  course,  if  you  served  four  years  the 
monthly  average  is  going  to  be  a little  less,  but 
it  is  still  up  there. 

Maybe  you  were  one  of  the  individuals  who 
had  it  a little  rougher  than  the  rest  of  us.  May- 
be you  feel  ybu  really  earned  your  increase. 

If  you  did,  that’s  O.K.  You  are  fully  justi- 
fied in  trying  for  the  raise. 

But  let’s  hope  you  think  a -long,  long  time 
about  signing  that  petition.  By  writing  your 
name  on  the  line  you  are  advocating  the  spend- 
ing of  additional  millions  of  dollars  for  the 
‘education’  of  you  and  a million  others  like 
yo|u. 

In  asking  for  more  money,  aren’t  you  mak- 
ing this  cause  for  which  men  have  fought  and 
died  into  a commercialized  money-making 
scheme? 

It  was  your  duty  to  serve  your  country,  and 
it  is  your  duty  to  gain  an  education.  The  gov- 
ernment is  giving  you  an  ample  allowance  for 
ycur  schooling,  why  try  to  milk  it  dry? 

Think  it  over  before  you  sign  the  petitions, 
vet.
